A party of ‘mechanics ‘under the 


direction of Myr..C, B.-Burmood 


have completed the’ ‘work, of as- 


sembling tw9 ‘Beecheratt hospital 
planes: at Kai Tak, The planes, 
which cost about $18,000 (U.S.) 
each, -have been ordered. by the 
Chinese Red Cross, Flying tests 
are now, bélng conducted and the 


jmachines will be delivered within 


the next few days. 

Painted white, with a, red cross 
on, either side and on, top and un- 
derneath, the planes are capable 
of seating four persons, a pilot, co~ 
pilot and two doctors, There is 
also space for a stretcher. Full 
medical equipment will be carried. 

Equipped with high-powered en- 
gines, the planes have a top speed 
of 240 miles an hour, while the 
normal speed is about 210 miles. 
They are fitted with wireless to 
enable them to contact’ Red Cross 
stations.on the ground.

SIXTY NATIONS, 


Sixty nations—the ‘largest oun-! 
ber ever to participate in any 
international exposition, are al- 
ready on the roster of the: New 
York World's Fair 1939, it was an- 
nounced recently by Mr. Grover 
A. Whalen, president of she Fair 
Corporation. 

The Joint resolution of Congress, 
authorizing the President to invite 
the nations of the world to take 
part in the Fair, has been accepted 
officially by forty-six countries and 
the Leayue of Natlons.. Fourteen 
other countries, Mr. Whalen sald, 
have reserved space and’ will 
sign shortly, ° " 

With ‘such a ‘record established 
15 months before the opening of 
the Falr on’ April 30, 1939, Mr. 
Whalen predicted that. the final 
roster of foreign participants 
would bea complete toll call cf 
nations, — 

“The President of the Pair ex- 
plained that three methods of 
participation have been followed 
by foreign governments, Some 
have taken space in the Hall, of 
Nations; many will erect their own 
buildings; others have taken both 
covered and uncovered space. At 
present, fifteen countries have 
adopted the dual plan of particlpa- 
tion. Twelve are cdnfining thelr 
activities to the Hall of Nations, 
which will cover six acres. The 
total’ amount of ground space 
avallable for foreign buildings’ is’ 
1,175,000 square feet or almost fen 
city blocks.

“The feast of! st. Valentine falls 
on February 14 and special signi- 
ficance attaches to it this year at 
the London Museum because of 
the recent important. addition to 
the Museum's collection of “Valen- 
tines.”: 

‘The new acquisition is the re- 
mainder of .the private collection 
tormed by the late Jonathan King, 
of Islington, who was well known 
as a maker. of" valentines and 
Christmas cards, and given to’ the 
Museum by his son, Mr. A, Ashford 
King. Part of the collection was 
bought by. the museum some 20 
years ago, after the collector's 
deuth, and another portion then 
welt to America... 

The specimens range in date, 
from about 1820 to 1900, and in- 
glude many extremely elaborate 
catds, sometimes made in several 
Jayers which can be pulled out on 
the concertina’ principle; the fore- 
most. layer often being. of trans- 
parent material on which cherubs 
or flowers are mounted. Some are 
heartshaped, and many have senti- 
mental inserfptions.

neers had never really'allowed the 
principle of the survival of the fit- 
test to play its part in shaping the 
evolution of: bridge. construction.: 
He even went so far as to state

Having made this point. and

ther the third Powers can tall to 
recognise these principles and 
whether they are prepared to per- 
mit the undermining of China’s 
independence without ‘protest. Ob- 
viously, ‘and happenings of the 
past few months bear this out. 
thfey cannot and will not. 

' When the Japanese. recently 
started to set up the so-called 
provistonal’ government, which we 
prefer to mame temporary, the 
Japanese . spokesman laid down 
the law, quite militaristically, but 
he slurred very badly when it 
came to, the question of nominat- 
ing ambassadors. and consuls to 
torelgn countries, In doing so it 
‘ts quite apparent that he was well 
aware that the third Powers would 
have @ good deal to say to this, 


specially, as we have mentioned | 


above, those having interests ja 
China. 

We can well picture the ambas- 
sador for. the ‘provisional govern- 
ment presenting his credentials at 
the Court of St. James.
